As  its  first  official  act,  the  class  of  1949. 
early  in  June,  elected  a representative  from 
each  home-room  to  form  a committee  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  the  official  ring  of  the 
class.

of  the  Latin  School,  Fellow  Classmates : 

There  are  moments  in  life  when  the  heart 
is  so  full  of  emotion  that  to  try  to  express  it 
is  indeed  futile.  This  is  one  of  those  occa- 
sions. Joy,  sadness,  solicitude,  and  pride 
crowd  upon  us  in  quick  succession:  joy,  that 
we  have  at  length  reached  that  day  which  is 
the  consummation  of  so  many  things  ; sad- 
ness, that  soon  we  must  part,  from  one  an- 
other, and  from  our  beloved  Alma  Mater : 
solicitude,  that  our  futures  are  uncertain  and 
that,  in  a short  time,  we  are  to  venture  forth 
from  his  hallowed  place,  our  secure  home  for 
so  many  years  past ; and,  finally,  pride,  that 
we  are  graduates  of  the  Latin  School  and 
heirs  of  all  her  priceless  legacies. 

In  this  mood,  fellow-classmates,  I am  sure 
that  memories  flock  back  to  us  all  — memo- 
ries like  seeds  cast  upon  the  earth,  whose 
roots  will  hold  'till  death.  We  recall,  per- 
haps, the  sounds  that  marked  the  dimensions 
of  our  existence:  the  flapping  of  the  flag  on 
Prize  Drill  Day;  the  absolute  silence  during 
Rible-reading ; the  sound  of  footsteps  in  the 
corridors,  harsh  and  echoing;  of  footsteps  in 
the  hall,  dull  and  muffled  ; of  footsteps  in  the 
office,  noiseless;  the  sharp,  metallic  crash  of 
a locker  door ; the  sibilant  swish  of  gowns  at 
the  “Proms"  ; the  cheering  on  Thanksgiving 
Day;  and  the  sound,  the  most  unforgetable 
ot  all,  of  the  bugle  on  Memorial  Day,  filling 
the  ear  for  a moment,  lingering  transiently 


in  echo,  and  then  passing  away  like  a thing 
that  was  not. 

Much  like  the  ancient  deity,  Janus,  our 
heads  on  this  day  are  turned  in  two  direc- 
tions. If  one  face  is  sorrowfully  retrospec- 
tive. the  other  is  certainly  luminous,  as  it 
looks  towards  the  future.  For  many  years, 
we  have  been  forming  our  tools  of  truth,  of 
justice,  and  of  scholarship,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  learned  masters ; masters,  who,  by 
their  sympathy  and  fairness,  and  often  by 
their  self-sacrifice,  have  more  than  done  their 
part  to  inspire  us  and  to  instill  in  us  all  that 
is  good.  But  necessarily  it  has  behooved  us 
to  do  our  part.  Indeed,  our  ultimate  suc- 
cess has  lain,  and  always  will  lie,  within  our- 
selves. If  we  have  plied  our  trade  diligently 
and  faithfully,  our  priceless  tools  are  ready 
at  hand,  a bottomless  source  of  aid  and  of 
comfort.  Time,  and  only  time,  can  test  the 
mettle  of  our  craftsmanship.  The  future  is 
of  course  hidden  from  us;  and  yet,  in  a 
larger  sense,  it  is  contained  in  the  present  as 
the  plant  within  the  seed.  If  we  are  true 
sons  of  our  Alma  Mater,  Destiny,  that  im- 
placable machine  of  which  we  are  both  the 
tools  and  the  victims,  need  hold  no  fears  for 
us. 

But  more  fitting  and  appropriate  on  this, 
our  Class  Day,  than  sentiments  of  hope  in  the 
future,  or  sadness  in  the  past,  are  thoughts 
of  gratefulness  and  thanksgiving.  The 
grounds  for  our  gratitude  are  as  numberless 
as  the  sands  of  the  seashore.  We  are  in- 
debted to  our  masters,  for  their  long  hours 
of  work,  done,  not  for  themselves  or  for  their 
own  advancement,  but  for  us  — though  we 
seldom  realized  it.  We  are  indebted  to  our 
head-masters,  both  Mr.  McKim  and  Dr. 
Powers,  under  whose  father-like  guidance  we 
have  thus  far  so  nobly  traversed  the  road  of 
truth  ; a long  road,  it  is  true,  but  one  which 
has  at  its  end  a soul-satisfying  reward. 
Above  all.  we  are  indebted  to  our  country, 
for  allowing  us  to  pursue  our  studies  with- 
out fear  of  outside  intervention,  either 
through  the  medium  of  bursting  bombs,  or 
gnawing  hunger,  or  armed  brutes,  desirous 
only  of  stifling  truth  and  destroying  learn- 
ing. And,  last,  hut  not  least,  we  are  thank- 
ful to  our  parents  for  encouraging  and  help- 
ing us  in  dark  hours  and  for  having  the  fore- 
sight to  send  us  here.  We  can  never  hope 
fully  to  repay  these  debts,  and  in  a sense  we 
are  not  expected  fully  to  repay  them.  We 
are  expected,  and,  indeed,  obligated  for  the 
rest  of  our  lives,  to  act  in  such  a way  as  to 
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make  proud  our  masters,  our  Alma  Mater, 
our  country,  and  our  parents.  If  we  but  act 
justly  and  honestly,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  of  value  garnered  here,  this 
will  he  accomplished. 

“Lord,  God  of  Hosts,  be  with  us  yet ; lest 
we  forget,  lest  we  forget.” 

It  is  the  difficult  task  of  the  Class  Orator 
to  leave  burning  an  ideal  that  will  never  go 
out  from  our  hearts.

There  never  will  be  peace 
until  men  realize  that  war  is  not  an  effective 
way  of  settling  disputes ; until  men  learn 
that  morality,  truth,  and  learning  are  not 
ear-marks  of  decadence,  but  of  progress ; un- 
til men  learn  that  there  can  never  be  peace 
without  God.  Gentlemen,  we  are  the  future 
leaders  of  the  world.  We  and  only  we,  can 
save  it  from  itself.  By  the  use  of  truth  and 
justice  we  can  lead  it  from  the  dismal  laby- 
rinth of  war,  into  the  God-like  splendor  of 
peace.  Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  I stress 
humility,  when  on  our  shoulders  rests  the 
destiny  of  the  world. 

Oh,  Lord,  from  Whom  proceedeth  all  that 
is  good,  from  Whom  cometh  all  truth,  all 
justness,  and  all  learning,  make  clear  our 
eyes,  that  we  may  find  the  right  path ; give 
us  strength,  that  we  may  propagate  those 
virtues  acquired  here;  make  us  humble,  that 
we  may  realize  our  impotence,  and  may  be 
ever  ready  to  ask  Thy  aid.

Others  who  saw 
much  service  were  "Bob"  Graham,  “Gerry" 
Wilson,  “Terry"  White,  “Jim"  Toyias,  and 
“Jim"  Carter. 

“Ed”  Dempsey  was  the  main  cog  in  La- 
tin's great  line.  “Ed”  offensively  was  “ter- 
rific" with  his  pass-receiving,  and  his  defen- 
sive play  kept  opposing  teams  talking  to 
themselves  because  of  its  fierceness.  The 
other  end  position  was  divided  between 
"lack"  Goldberg  and  “Duke"  Skinner.

Phenomenal  and  record-smashing  success 
has  been  the  keynote  of  this  year's  Modern 
History  Club.  The  fortnightly  meetings  on 
contemporary  world  affairs  have  attracted 
greater  interest  and  larger  attendance  than 
ever  before. 

Inaugurating  the  season  in  late  Septem- 
ber. Albert  Chambon,  French  Consul  at  Bos- 
ton. gave  an  account  of  “France  Since  the 
War”.  Xext.  a complete  analysis  of  “The 
Berlin  Situation  and  the  UX"  was  given  by 
Eli  Kamansky,  a Harvard  graduate  student. 
Oliver  Quayle  III,  Executive  Director  of 
the  X.  Y.  State  Branch  of  the  United  World 
Federalists,  explained  “World  Federal  Gov- 
ernment”. 

A discussion  on  “The  Results  of  the  Ra- 
tional Election”  took  place  little  more  than  a 
week  after  the  votes  had  been  cast.  Well

By  the  end  of  the  season,  it  is  expected 
that  fifteen  meetings  will  have  been  pre- 
sented, and  virtually  every  major  area  of  in- 
ternational concern  will  have  been  repre- 
sented. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  too  much  credit  to 
Mr.  Pearson,  the  adviser,  who  has  always 
been  ready  to  co-operate  with  and  further 
whatever  plans  have  been  made.  Gratitude 
is  also  due  to  Mr.  Robert  McCreech,  who
